rHK OLD USTH BEGIMSKT. 


Annual Reunion at Oakland Park 


—Historical Sketch. 


The surviving members of the "fight- 


ing 116th" Illinois Regiment are at Oak- 
land Park this afternoon holding their 
annual reunion and basket picnic. Not 
all of the survivors are there, but there is 
a good representation. The president of 
the association is Dr. Ira N.-Bhrnes, who 
was the regimental surgeon, and the sec- 
retary is Rev. N. M. Baker, who was 
chaplain of the regiment. Major Wind- 
sor, of Ohio, and Sergeant Major Hoi- 
comb, of Kansas, are among the visiting 
comrades here from a distance. 


HISTORICAL. 


The first history of the service of the 


Regiment in the late war is published in 
the Adjutant General's reports recently 
issued: 


The Olio Hundred and Sixteenth Infauti-y was 
recruited almost wholly from Macou county, 
numbering !Ko officers and men when it started 
from Deratur for the Jvout on November 8,1862. 
Company F was from McLean county, Com- 
pany H from Christian and Shelby counties. 
The regiment with the noble and brave Colonel 
Nathan W. Tupper In command, went into Camp 
Macou near Decatur, and was mustered Into 
United States service September 30, 1882, by 
Captain Waluwrignt ol the regular army. 
file regiment remained in Camp Macon until 
November stli, when it was ordered to Memphis 
via Cairo to join General W. T. Sherman's Fit 
teenth Army Corps, and was assigned to the 
First Brigade, Second Division (the same which 
(Jeneral Sherman commanded at Shlloh) and the 
one he selected from liis whole army subse- 
quently near Savannah, Georgia, to storm Fort 
McAllister, to open Ms cracker line, as the Gen- 
eral facetiously put it. 


From Memphis the Regiment marched to the 
Tallaliatchie river, reaching it on Decembers; 
returned to Memphis and started down the 
Mis- 
sissippi on the 20th, and on tlie 2Gth reached the 
Yazoo river and ascended it 15 miles. 
Diirinn the following three days tlie Begiineut 
received its'ttrst baptism of fire, engaging in the 
battle of Chickasmv Bayou, the officers and men 
lighting so gallantly as to receive the highest 
compliments from the veterans of the older regi- 
ments in the Brigade. General Morgan L. Smfth 
was wounded in this engagement. 
On January 1,1863, passed down the Yazoo to 
the Mississippi river, and up that and the Ar- 
kansas river to Arkansas Post, where on the 
lutli and nth of January it fought Its second 


Tlic casualties in Company B were particularly 
severe, the company coming out of the battle 
with but 20 men, In command of Fifth Sergeant 
afterward Lieutenant and Captain Keibsanie. 


timing the next two mouths that the One Hun- 
urea and Sixteenth lost over 100 ol its members 
b. sickness. Their remains were buried on the 
levee, no other ground being available; this was 
the only ground that was iflgh enough to serve 
as a graveyard, but it has long since been swept 
away and the bones of the patriot dead have 
been carried down the Gull 


In the month of March the One Hundred and 
Sixteenth went up the Black Bayou and Deer 
Creek in company with the Eighth Missouri, to 
save Admiral Porter's fleet and gunboats worth 
«i,ooo,ooo from the clutches of the rebels, which 
was lione after a hard light, General Sherman 
111 persou atul ou foot with his own Uegimeiit, 
tlie Thirteenth Regulars, coming up at a critical 
•Moment to assist in accomplishing the object. 
The Kegimeiit engaged in the battles of Cham- 
pion Hills ami Black Kiver Bridge and in tile 
•jliKidy charges oa May 18th and 22d and lose 
fuiy heavily. Among the losses and casualties 
were these: Lieutenant ColonelJas. 1'. Boydwas 
shot through the lungs and died of this wound 
ul Ins home In Uecatur. Captain (Justin F. 
Hardy, of Company A. was mortally wounded 
.ind died ill the hospital. Lieutenant Nathan 
W. Wheeler, of Company K. was killed May 
22d. 


Captain Jowpli Lingle, of Company 1), was 
wounded and died at Home; and Captain Wil- 
liam Urasou,of Company A, was shot through 
the bruast, but recovered. Captain Austin Me- 
CUu-g, of company U, was wounded, recovered 
and promoted Major. Then followed the long 
siege of Vicksbiirg which ended by the surrender 
ol that stronghold on the 4th of July. 
The following day started in pursuit of Gen. 
Tos. E. Johnston, and ehased the enemy to and 
beyond Jackson. Miss., and across Pearl river. 
On July 25 went Into Camp Sherman, near 
Black river, enjoying a season of rest until after 
the battle o£ Chlukamauga, when.General Grant 
sent for his trusty lieutenant. General Sherman, 
•nd his veterans, to come to Chattanooga. 
The One Hundred and Sixteenth embarked at 
Vicksbuvg in October for Memphis; from thence 
marched via Corinth to Chattanooga, which was 
readied on the 21st of November. During tlie 
.light of November 23, tlie One Hundred and 
Sixteenth Illinois and .Sixth Missouri Kegiments, 
under General Giles A. Smith, floated down the 
Tennessee river in pontoon boats to the mouth 
ot clilckamauga creek, capturing the rebel pick- 
ets aud holding the position until the whole 
'Jorps had crossed over. 


OH November 24, advanced to the foot of 
Mis- 
sionary Hidge, alter a lively skirmish, during 
which Gen. Giles A. Smith was severely wound- 
ed. 
(The General's death after tlie war was the 
result ot the wound received that day.) 
The great battle of Missionary Kidgc, Tunnel 
Hill and Lookout Mountain was fought next day, 
November 25, 
The One Hundred and Sixteenth, with the 
other Hegimeiits of the Brigade, formed the cx- 
;reme left of General Sherman's Army, and ob- 
;al»ed the credit of turning tlie enemy's right 
lank on that bloody day. 
Colonel N. W. 1 upper, after General Smith 
was disabled, assumed command of the Brigade, 
ind proved that he was the right man in the 
right place. When disease, contracted In the 
service of his country, anil of which he died on 
,he loth day of March, 1804, compelled him to 
eave the army, every man in the One Hundred 
ind Sixteenth felt that he had lost a friend and 
tlie Nation a patriot. 


After the victory of Chattanooga, and without 
)cing permitted to return to camp across the 
Tennessee for blankets or overcoats, the One 
Hundred and Sixteenth, with others of Slior- 
ttan 's Army, was hurried forward to Knoxvllle 
to tlie relief of liurnslde. The winter was a 
yeiy cold one, and while the boys could keep 
ivarm marching twenty-live to thirty miles dur- 
ng Hie days,they suffered greatly while camping 
it night. They would build big fires and hug 
hem close, but the other side would be chilled 
io tile marrow of the bones; rations, also, were 
rery short, and when at last the Regiment went 
tito winter quarters on Jan. y, 1864, at Larkins- 
fllle,Ala.,the men all felt that they had been on 
he hardest campaign during their service. 
The march from Missionary Itldge to Knox- 
•llle, and back to Larkiiisvllle via Telllco and 
Strawberry Plains and Chattanooga, will never 
be forgotten by Sherman's boys who were aloug. 
In May, the One Hundred and sixteenth, with 
he rest of the Army of the Teiinessee.iiioved 
igainst the enemy, and found him at Resaca, 
Ua., where, on the 14th of May, the Regiment 
viis hotly engaged, losing heavily, but driving 
lie enemy across the creek, and planting tlieir 
jolors on the rebel works. The One Hundred 
and Sixteenth was repeatedly attacked, but 
could not be driven from the position gained, j 
tt was in this battle that Major Anderson 1'ro- 
nan was wounded, and he died in the Held lios- 


Then followed in quick succession the battles 


>f DallaH, Ulg Shanty and Kenesaw Mountain. 
Oaptaiu Thomas C. White, of Company C, cotn- 
nanding the Regiment, was killed on the sklr- 
ish line May '>ii, at Dallas, and Captain James 
. Glnre, Company K, was wounded about tlie 
same time. The Kegimeiit lost heavily on June 
21, 1804, in the assault on Kenesaw Mountain. 
Among the wounded was Lieut. John H. Miller, 
! Company It. 
Crossing the Chattahoochle, engaged the one-. 
ny at Stone Mountain, driving him to tlie vicin- 
ty of Atlanta. Bought in the battle of Atlanta, 
liiiy 22, where its Army Commander, General 
Mcl'lierson, fell, and with tlie Fifteenth Corps, 
ieneral Logan, the hot battle of Ezra Chapel, 
July 28. 
Captain George T. Milmine, Company, D, and 
Lieut. Samuel K. Riggs,Compauy F, were wound- 
ed before Atlanta in August, 18U4. 
August 31 and September 1, were hotly en- 
engaged with the enemy at Jonesboro. 
Alter the fall of Atlanta, and when Hood 
started for General Sherman's rear, the One 
:ItmUred and Sixteenth assisted In the pursuit 
if the enemy as far as Gadston, when, leaving 
the rebels to the care of Gen. Thomas, marched 
jack to Atlanta, and ou the 15th day of Novem- 
ber went with Uncle Sherman from Atlanta to 
tiie Sea, arriving at Fort McAllister, Ga., near 
Savannah, December 12. 
The next day, December 13, General \V. B, Ha- 
zen, commanding Division, selected nine regi- 
mcuts,including the One Hundred andSlxteenth, 
to carry the fort, and within five minutes after 
the sound of the bugle "Forward," tbe Regi- 
mental colors were on the works and the garri- 
son captured. Lieutenant Isom Simmons, of 
company H, was killed in this charge. 
Alter a few days rest in the beautiful city of 
Savannah, we started on the campaign of the 
Carolinas, hunting the enemy and finding him 
first near the swamps of Pocotaligo, chased him 
through creeks ana across rivers, skirmishing 
constantly until nearing Columbia, S. C., where 
the Fifteenth Corps, the One Hundred and six-

ished stock. After a few days rest resumed 
march, facing home, crossing the great Pedee 
river at Cheraw, S. C., thence to Fayetteville, N. 
C., and to Bentonville, where the One Hundred 
and Sixteenth for the last time encountered its 
old foe, Gen. Jos. E. Johnston's Army, anil 
fought its last battle. From Goldsboro, where 
the army was re-equipped (and it was in need of 
everything except the musket and forty rounds), 
the regiment started plcniclng for Washington 
via Kaleigh, Richmond and Alexandria, partici- 
pating in the grand review before the President 
In May, I860, being finally mustered out near 
Washington on June T, 18135. 
Tlie history of the One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Infantry is identified with that ol the Army of 
the Tennessee from Memphis, 1862, to "Washing- 
ton, 1805. It was never oil detached service, but 
always moriug with the column. 
The Kegiment was peculiarly fortunate in re- 
tain log through its eventful history the very effi- 
cient services of its medical staff, and the mem- 
bere had plenty of work to do. Major Ira N. 
Barnes, M. D., Uecatur, 111.; Assistant Surgeon 
Jolm A. Heckelnian, M. B., St, Louis, Mo., and 
Assistant Surgeon J. H. Hosteller, M. D.. Deca- 
tur, all served to the end of the war, and every 
one ot the 330 survivors in 1806 hod cause to feel 
grateful to them. 
The esprit du corps of the Regiment, under the 
command of Colonel Tupper, was splendid, and 
under such Brigade Commanders as General 
Giles A. Smith, and Division Commanders as W. 
B. Hazeo, retained It to the end of the war.

Bill Nye'a Ohivulrous Challenge to an 111- 


xultlne Kuril! Editor. 


The following copy of a letter has 


been handed to the World with a view 
to general publicity: 


Mr. George W. Tidil, editor Cranberry 


Palladium—Sin: My attention has just 
been called to a printed statement 
made over your own signature some 
time ago, in which you spoke in alight 
and flippant manner of my hair. The 
remark was carefully worded, but cal- 
culated to cast obloquy and reproach 
upon me in the eyes of the public.
